The allied invasion of western 


Europe, largest and most daring 
such undertaking in the history ot 
warfare by any standards, is the 
result of nearly 
four years of 


careful, methodical preparation. 


Hardly had Britain's army in 


France been snatched from seem- 
ingly-certain destruction at Dun- 
kerque than plans for the even- 
tual return were being laid. 


For the time being Britain had 


to content herself with the all- 
out defense of her'home islands 
against the German aerial blitz- 
krieg. Mid-September. 1910. was 
the high point of that battle.

German Version of 


Invasion Reported 
by Official Agency

The German news agency DNB 


at 10 a. m. today gave this ver- 
sion of the allied invasion: 


An Anglo-American large scale 


attack against the Seine Bay and 
Normandy 
began 
early in the 


morning of June 6 with the drop- 
uing of major airborne formations 
between the estuaries of the Seine 
and Orne, m the area of Isigny. 
Caen and near Barflcur at the 
northeastern tip of the peninsula 
of Normandy. 


While the parachutists dropped 


between the Seine- and Orne as 
well as strong groups of para- 
chutists dropped 
near 
Barflcur 


were annihilated, fighting in the 
area of Isigny and Caen is in 
progress still. 


About two hours after the first 


parachutists' landing, large-scale 
amphibious operations commenced 
on 
a wide front 
between Lc 


Havre and Cherbourg, with the 
focal points again directed against 
the river's estuaries. 


Another focal point developed 


at dawn today in the district be- 
tween Caen and Isigny, where the 
attacking Anglo-American forces 
were favored by terrain condi- 
tions. 
They succeeded 
at two 


places in reaching the coast, and 
in advancing with their 
tanks 


several kilometers southward. 


Claim Tanks Destroyed 


According to the first reports 


received so far. eight of 35 enemy 
tanks already have been destroy- 
ed.

Hougue, where a -violent artillery 
duel developed between German 
coastal batteries and naval forces 
of the allied landing fleet.

June (5—(AP)—The allies landed in the Normandy section 
of northwest France early today and by evening had smash- 
ed their way inland on a broad front, making good a gigan- 
tic air and sea invasion against unexpectedly slight German 
opposition. 


Prime Minister Churchill said part of .the record-shat- 


tering number of parachute and glider troops were fighting 
in' Caen, nine miles inland, and had seized a number of im- 
portant bridges in the invasion area.

Four thousand ships and thousands of smaller landing 


craft took the thousands of American, British and Canadian 
seaborne forces from Kngland to France under protection of 
11,000 allied homtars and fighters who wrought, gigantic 
havoc with the whole elaborate coastal'defense'system that 
the na/is had spent four years building. Naval gunfire com- 
pleted the job, and the beachheads were secured quickly. 


Allied losses in,every branch were declared to be far less 


than had been counted upon in advance. . 


The Germans said the landings took place from Cher- 


bourg to Lc Havre—a front of about TOO miles, and that a 
strong airborne force was fighting as far inland as Rouen, 
41 miles east of Le Havre.

Sylvester Bricrton of this city 


has'madc his third unsuccessful at- 
tempt in seven month? to obtain 
his release from the Illinois state 
penitentiary at Mcnard through ef- 
forts to obtain a hearing on a ha- 
beas corpus action, it was'disclosed 
today. His latest effort was ad- 
dressed directly to Judpc Goorpc 
C. Dixon. who denied the petition 
and the court's order contained the 
following: paragraph:

Repeat- 
ed.petitions based upon the same 
"rounds as previously submitted 
to the court arc frivilous and the 
court is not required to entertain 
them at such frequent nud un- 
reasonable intervals as applied for 
by the petitioner hcicin."

"Certainly!" you say. 
"Nobody 


could fool me on that." 


Don't be too sure! Thirty Tex- 


as students thought 
they could 


tell when they were eating fresh 
eggs. But. as it turned out,' only 
three of the 30 identified the fresh 
eggs and gave them the correct 
score in a taste down at Texas 
A. & M. 


Six plates of scrambled 
eggs 


were set before these students. 


"One serving is made with trcsh 


eggs, laid today," they were told. 
"Another is made with eggs that 
were laid three days ago and were 
left in a hundred-degree tempera- 
ture for the last -10 hours. . .Then 
you have some made with fresh 
Grade A egg ^powder. . .some from 
Grade A and some with Grade B 
powder, both kept in a refrigera- 
tor for a month. And you have a 
second serving of one of the five, 
but we won't tell you which. 


"Taste all of them. 
Tell us 


which is winch, and which tastes 
best." 


Four Call Dried t-ggs "Fresh" 
One person liked the month-old 


Grade B powder best! And an- 
other liked the fiesh eggs least of 
all! 


Five gave their highest score to 


the 3-day-old eggs that had been 
held at 100 degrees. 
Four liked 


the Grade A fresh powder best, 
and listed that sample as the one 
they thought was 
made 
from 


"fresh" eggs! 


And, as I said, only three of the 


30 identified the fiesh eggs and 
gave them the correct rating. 


According- to E. D. Parnell of 


Texas A. & M., they are making 
no claims on the basis of these 
results — merely offer them as "in- 
teresting," which I think they arc. 
and say they plan to repeat the 
test with a larger group of per- 
sons. 


While the results may not prove 


anything, it seems to me they do 
indicate thcie is no reason for any 
prejudice against dried eggs IF 
they aie properly 
handled and 


properly cooked. 
There's 
the 


trick! . . . . . . . 
., -.. 


That's alt-very well,- you, say, 


but what ditfcicncc docs it make 
to the producer whether people 
cat their eggs powered or in the 
shell, as long as they cat eggs? 


It makes tin's difference: When 


a produce is presented in a new 
form, it always opens up new 
markets. 
If a post-war market 


can be developed for d::ed eggs, it 
will be, to a latgc extent, a mar- 
ket for additional eggs. And. as 
far as the producer is concerned 
the demand will 
come 
in 
the 


spring, during the period of sea- 
sonal surplus. So it will help to 
stabilize prices. 


Producers will do well to en- 


courage demonstrations like the 
one in Texas!

19-1.'{ and the west- 
ern front occupied a high spot on 
their agenda. 
The urgency of 


the need for an invasion was em- 
phasized

following 'month 


when Premier Josef Stalin de- 


clared that "the Kcd army is bear- 
ing the whole weight of the war", 
in the absence of a front in Eu- 
rope. 


Mindful of the threat. Hitler 


was compelled to keep scores of 
divisions tied up in the west. 


Khilionitc I'ortifieations 


To protect the most obviously 


vulnerable portions of France and 
the low countries, just across the 
English Channel from the Brit- 
ish Isles, Hitler built elaborate 
fortifications. These began at the 
beaches with land mines and ex- 
tend miles inland. 


Pillboxes connected by commu- 


nication 
trenches 
were 
placed 


throughout 
the 
coastal 
areas. 


Miniature forts manned by small 
permanent garrisons and mount- 
ing artillery were scattered at 
strategic points. 


The fortifications arc deepest 


just across from England around 
Calais. 
Boulogne 
and 
Dieppe. 


Tank traps, mines, anti-tank and 
other artillery, 
flame 
throwers 


and possibly poison gas equip- 
ment are spotted 
through 
this 


primary Invasion coastal area. 


Farther back 
from the coast. 


Hitler placed greater concentra- 
tions of troops at strategic points 
to be rushed to any danger spot. 


Back of these arc the airports 


which the allies have been pound- 
ing for months.

Norway's Defense Easier ; 


Axis forces 
are spread thinly
